Four million dollars arc needed as 
an endowment fund by Princeton Un- 
ivernity. This ifi the statement ol 
President Hibben in his brut annual 
report, which was h"nt to the Board 
of Trustas yesterday. This added 
endowment is necessitated by the an- 
nual dclicit of $60,000, which can now 
be met only by eubucription among 
the university's friends and alumni.

The Swimming Club have beeu placed in a rather 
awkward positiou by uutoward circumstauces which 
have recently arisen. All arrangements had been made 
in regard to the teams trip to the States. The men 
had been practicing faithfully for months and perform- 
ing remarkably in the try-outs. The coining trip had 
beeu heralded weeks before hand in the daily press and 
in the college papers across the line; ami then, yester- 
day afternoon, the unpleasant fact cropped up that the 
financial position of the Council was such as to render 
it impossible for that body to give the Swimming Club 
the two hundred dollars required in addition to their 
gate receipts. 

It was an unpleasant situation for the executive of 
the undergraduate body to be in. Placed in a position 
of trust and responsibility for the student funds the 
members of the Council were faced on one hand by the 
enormous deficit brought over from the previous year 
and on the other by the loss of prestige which would 
surely follow if the swimming team were unable to keep 
their engagements. In addition to this the Council will 
have to finance the Swimming Club's trip to Toronto, 
which means a very heavy expenditure, considering that 
the Polo Team and Swimming Team will go up. After 
a lengthy meeting the Council were therefore forced to . 
decide that it was impossible for them to provide the 
money. 

And now, Undergraduates of McGill University, this 
is the situation you are called upon to face. Whether 
or not the Swimming Team are to fulfill their engage- 
ments. WHETHER OR NOT THE PRESTIGE OF MC- 
GILL IS TO SUFFER FOR WANT OF A PALTRY TWO 
HUNDRED DOLLARS. Action of some kind is obvious- 
ly imperative. IT IS UP TO YOU ! 

It is perhaps not generally recognized by the stu- 
dents that we have this year the finest swimming team 
which ever wore the colors of a Canadian University or 
Club. Not only this we have undoubtedly, if not the 
best, at least one of the best, college teams on the con- 
tinent. 

A comparison of the times made by the McGill men 
and the American Intercollegiate Swimming records 
goes for to bear out this statenieut. On Saturday af- 
ternoon the relay team clipped two seconds of the Amer- 
ican Intercollegiate record for the relay race. Hodgson, 
McGill, Patterson, and all the rest of the swimming 
team are in the pink of condition and are performing 
phenomenally in all the other events. 

Subscription lists have been started and placed in 
the Students Supply and the Union. In addition to this 
the various class presidents will also have lists. Al- 
ready a good part of the money has been collected and 
the Daily hopes that this appeal will lead its readers 
to furnish the rest.

A HYMN BOOK 



We note with interest that "The University Hymn 
Book," which has been compiled by a Committee of 
Members of the University of Toronto, and published by 
the Oxford University Press, has found favor in the eyes 
of other critics besides o-'tselvcs. This book is entirely 
non-olhcial and is suitable in every way for use of stu- 
dent song services. It is a valuable addition to the list 
of Hymnals now extant and might well be adopted by 
other Universities for the same purpose as it will be 
used at Toronto.
